The Dead-IiOck- 

The very oxtrnorclinary course— tliuy 
aroploasedto call it a policy-puv- 
Hiiod by the Provincial Administration 
has brought about a condition of af- 
fairs not inaptly indicated by the cap- 
tion under which wo write, and can 
hardly have failed to convince the 
people of the utter incapacity of the 
men in power. During last session 
they introduced a highly colored fis- 
cal seheme.whicb excited the admira- 
tion of simple minds. It was of bo 
comploto a character that all sugges- 
tions of possiblo failure woro disdain- 
fully rejected and propositions for an 
alternative scheme as a prudential 
measure vroro mot with ridicule . The 
country was to get money enough to 
build tho graving dock and a million 
or eo for roads, bridges and the liko , 
and all for nothing 1 Ministers had, 
in fact, discovered an "Alladin's 
Lamp," by means of -which they could 
command untold revenue at pleasure. 
Not only so, but Mr. Walkem trium- 
phantly flaunted a telegram from the 
new Premier of Canada, announcing 
that he would shortly send over a con- 
fidential agent to arrange railway mat- 
ters. Well, what came of the won- 
derous financial scheme! The Minis- 
ters themselves knocked tho bottom 
out of it in order to save themselves 
and secure the election of their master. 
In so far as it related to tho graving 
dock, it now turns out to have hcen a 
base fraud; for it is now known that it 
waa never intended that either the 
Canadian £50,000 or tho English 
£30,000 should bo, either in whole or in 
part.in the nature of a free gift, hut 
merely a loan bearing interest. And 
even on these terms the money is not 
forthcoming — is it? In respect to the 
provision for tho other public works, 
the Ministry, evidently losing faith in 
their own brilliant scheme, took power 
to raise the money in England; and it 
may be presumed they will have re- 
course to that expedient, now that 
iheir Bill with the famous '"saving 
clause" has been hung up to dry at 
Ottawa. "With what show of success 
the three hundred thousand dollar loan 
will be hawked about London remains 
to be Beenjbut it does net reed extra- 
ordinary prescience to conclude that 
the cricis and talk about secession and 
annexation brought about by Minis- 
terial bungling and trickery will not 
tend to improve the credit of the Pro- 
vince or aid in negotiating tho loan. 
Shall we get tho money? And if wo 
should succeed in getting it, what rate 
of interest shall wo have to pay? "Wo 
have heard some ef those who count 
SO much upon the appeal to tho Queen 
talking glibly about the severe stab 
it would inflict upon the credit of tho 
Dominion. Passing over the unnat- 
ural and inexplicable malice of the 
idea, every nensible person should 
surely see that it is the credit of the 
Provinco which must suffer most in 
bucIi an unequal contest. The pro- 
mised confidential agent arrived in 
duetimo. Ho was feted and fawned 
upon by Ministers and flattered by 
their organ. But no sooner did he 
seek to bring the subject of his mis- 
sion to a practical point than they dis- 
covered that he was a spy, his princi- 
pal a designing knave, and they re- 
fused oven to consider tho proposal 
submittod through him by the Dominion 
Government; and tho consequence is 
that tho Railway, like the graving 
dock, is a thing of the future. But 
is not tho Premier on his way to Lon- 
don? 

Non-Sectarian School- 

The reader will doubtless remember 
how the Provinco of New Brunswick lias 
for somo time been agitatod by tho ques- 
tion of non-sectarian state schools. Two 
yearn ago tho Government carried a mea- 
sure providing for a very liberal nnd com- 
ploto Bystom of free public oducation 
upon tho broad, non-sectarian basis, bit- 
terly opposed by a party in tho Provinco, 
the question found itH way into the Do- 
minion Parliament, to tho embarrassment 
oftholato Administration. From Otta- 
wa it managed to get to London. More 
recently it threatened to give trouble to 
tho new Administration at Ottawa. But, 
through wise counsel, it was rologatod to 
tho arbitrament of the Provincial eloctor- 
nto,wlioro it properly bolongo.l nnd should 
nevor have left, and thero it seems to 
have roceivod its quietus. A few woeks 
»go the Provincial Legislature was dis- 
solved and a direct appeal mndo to tho 
constituent bodies on this question, and, 
in tho interest of liberal, state education, 
the verdict has been almost unan 
imously pronounced ui favor of the Gov- 
ernment school system. Tho Telegraph 
informs us that tho roturtm show thirty 
mombors cleotod favorablo to tho non- 
aeotarian School Aat, four against it, and 

one doubtful.

D may bo tho duty of tho Federal 
authorities to attend to this matter; but 
Dominion or Provincial, it should bo im- 
mediately looked After as wo do not know 
tho moment tho necessity for its use may 
ocour. "We are visitod by »o many vos- 
sels and stoatnor* from so many ports on 
tho coast, in some of which tho small-pox 
oxisted or is at present. George. 

A petition has beon presented to tho 
House of Lords on behalf of the infant 
Tichborne Baronet, by his guardians, 
acting by the direction of tho Court of 
Chancery, praying that leave may bo 
given them (o bring in the Estato bill, 
which ha3 been settled by tho Court, 
and whereby tho trustees aro author- 
ized to raiso the money to defray tho 
heavy expenses occasioned by the 
claim net up by Arthur Orton.

Mainland Opinion. — Wo have been 
shown a private letter from a well-inform- 
ed and reliable resident beyond the Cas- 
cades, in which ha states tho opinion of 
tho people in that part of tho country to 
be very pronounced in opposition to the 
action of the local government rolative to 
tho wanton breaking off of negotiations 
with the Dominion Government and ap- 
pealing to the Q'.:een. Ho represents tho 
feeling as very general in favor of giving 
some public expression of disapproval of 
that action, as tho most likely means of 
neutralizing its ill-effects. Tho under- 
strappers and the few friends of tho Pro- 
vincial Government aro laboring hard to 
turn tho tide of popular feeling; but they 
find themselves utterly unablo to breaitt 
the current, a current which the writer 
thinks the presence of a Government or 
"League" missionary from Victoria 
would only strengthen. Tho people say 
they want an immediate market, and tho 
commencement which Mr. Mackenzie was 
willing to make, next year east of tho Cas- 
cades would have proved thoir salvation: 
but they very naturally fear that the un- 
fortunate turn things havo taken may ro- 
stilt in indefinite delay and a less amiable 
disposition towards tho country on tho 
part of Mr. Mackenzie. 

Militia Change, — A change is about to 
tako place in tho Dominion Militia estab- 
lishment. Tho strength of tho active 
forco will bo reduced from -13,000 to 30,- 
000 men. Tho strength of each corps will 
bo reduced from 50 to 40 men Tho an- 
nual drill in camp will be 12 days instoad 
of 10 days, and tho pay of privatos is in- 
creased from 50 to GO cents per diem. 
City corps, however, receive at tho old 
rate of pay.

British Columbia aud the Pacific 
Railway. 

(Toronto Globe, Jnno 11th.) 

The British Columbiana certainly 
have no reason to complain of a want 
of liberality, bo far ns they aro concer- 
ned, on the part of tho people and 
Government of Canada, it has never 
been denied that, quito irrespective of 
tho Pacific Railway, tho terms origin- 
ally granted were enormously advan- 
tageous to tho Province. Moro recen- 
tly tho capitalization respectively of 
the graving dock guarantee aud tho 
annual subsidy have boen friendly 
concessions to British Columbia's local 
interests. Lastly, tho proposals made 
by Mr. Edgar on behalf of the Govern- 
ment of Canada, perfectly voluntary 
in their character, and prompted by 
tho most generous intentions, show 
how far tho Dominion lias been pre- 
pared to go in order to loavo no room 
for tho moBt captiotia to find fault or 
to create misunderstanding. It is 
probable by this time tho British Col- 
umbia Government has seen reason to 
regret that, for no other conceivable 
motive, than a detire to avoid coming 
to the point, thoy treated the agont of 
tho Federal Cabinet so unoourteously. 
Tho oiler has now, wo understand, been 
formally withdrawn, and negotiations 
on that basis aro at an end. 

Tho proposals submitted involved 
an immediate heavy expenditure, not 
contemplated by tho original terms of 
union, in consideration of British Col- 
umbia foregoing the limit of time for 
the completion of the railway. They 
would havo pledged tho Government 
of Canada to tho expenditure of a 
minimum sum of ono million and a 
half of dollars annually within tho 
Province, during tho construction of 
the railway and tho immediate con- 
struction of a railroad from Esquimalt 
to Nanaimo in Vancouver's Island — a 
work of the utmost local importance, 
and not necossarily a part of tho Paci- 
fic Railway scheme at all. It is proba- 
ble that tho Provincial Govornment.in 
allowing so groat an advantage to slip 
through thoir hand?, were actuated 
not bo much by any doubt oithor as to 
tho bona lidos of tho Government of 
Canada, tho full authority of tho envoy 
or tho liberality of tho odor made, as 
by roasons purely local in thoir char- 
acter and application. Tho acceptance 



have compelled an appeal to llio peo- 
ple; tho Government is not very cer- 
tu.'a of its position, and, in a general 
election, tho "tonus" might havo boon 
only ono elemontof contention amongst 
man}'. ^ It i* uqt credible that tho 
electors would havo rejected the very 
important concessions mr.do to them 
if presented its a pure and simple issue, 
but they might have taken the oppor- 
tunity of expressing their views on 
othor points affecting tho Government 
which were loss likely to secure to tho 
latter a majority in tho Assembly. Our 
constitutional system does not admit 
of a "plebiscite," and every appeal to 
tho popular voto is taken .moro or loss 
on the ground of general confidence in 
tho Administration of tho day. "Wo 
anticipate this will bo found to bo tho 
real solution of what may soeu 
othonviso inexplicable. 

In noticing tho correspondence be- 
tween Mr. Edgar and the Local Gov- 
ernment with referenoo mainly to tho 
comments of tho Opposition press, wo 
did not allude to some points that well 
deserve attention. After stating that 
"in order to afford as much benetit 
from tlie very first as could possibly bo 
derived by the people of tho interior, 
the Government would immediately 
open up a road and build a tolograph 
line along the whole length of the rail- 
way in tho Province, and carry tho 
wire across tho continent." Mr. Edgar 
goes on to say: — "It is believed 
that the mere commencement to 
build a railway at tho seaboard, 
as stipulated for in tho existing 
terms, would give but lit tit! satisfaction 
to tho producers living {upon the east 
side of tho Cascade Mountains, who 
would bo unable, without a road being 
first constructed, to find a market all 
along the wholo extent of the rialway, 
wherever construction was progress- 
ing. It would then bo tho aim of the 
Government to strain every nerve to 
push forward tho construction of the 
railway— and they would endeavour at the 
same time to so arrange tlie expenditure that 
legitimate advantages derived from it would 
as much as possible fall Into the hands of our 
own producers. In addition to construc- 
ting the road to facilitate transport 
along the located lino, they are anx- 
ious to avail of the largo supplies of 
all kinds of provisions now existing or 
capable of bein^ produced in the in- 
terior, and would proceed from the 
very first with nil the works of con- 
struction in that portion of tho coun- 
try that their engineers could san- 
ction." 

The policy thus indicated bears, of 
course, specially upon tho interests of 
tho people of tho mainland, and more 
particularly upon thoso upon tho line 
of route traversed by tho railway 
which has probably to find its our- 
let either at Bute or Burrard's Inlet. 
The action of tho Local Government 
does not in tho least affect any matters 
appertaining to tho mainland road. 
That lias to be built, and will bo built, 
as quickly as tho progress, of tho sur- 
veys ami the resources of the country 
will allow. But it was desirable to 
obtain — in order to sottlo once for all 
any questions as between the Domin- 
ion and tho Province— a formal assont 
to tho revocation of tho limit of time 
for the completion of the railway. As a 
matter of fact, however, the agree- 
ment with respect to the time of com- 
pletion is as much at an end as though 
it had been exprossly annulled by 
treaty. The pledgo involved an im- 
possibility, for which the representa- 
tives of British Columbia wore just as 
rosponsibile as tho lato Government of 
Canada. If tho promise to build the 
Pacific Railway in ton years had beon 
made in good faith, and with a single 
eye to the interests of Canada.it could 
not have been fulfilled. There is no 
power under the law or tho Constitu- 
tion that can exact its fulfilment, or in- 
dict penalties for the breach of its fui- 
filment. Tho people of British Col- 
umbia arc shrewd enough to porceive 
this. They realize fully, wo do not 
doubt, the real situation. Thoy must 
acknowledge that in the policy of the 
Government of Canada, as enunciated 
by Mr. Edgar in accordance with his 
instructions from Ottawa, tho most 
careful regard was had to tho claims 
of both sections of their population — 
thoso on the Mainland and those on 
Vancouver's Island. Thoy must see, 
too, that in tho House of Commons it 
is to tho good-will and sense of jus- 
tico of the majority thoy have to look 
for the accomplishment of their do- 
sires. During the Pacific Railway do- 
bates, tho leader of the Opposition had 
nothing to say in thoir behalf. Dr. 
Tnpper's speech, "if it meant anything, 
was intended to discourage tho con- 
struction of tho road altogether. "Tho 
scheme," he declared, if not strangled 
in its inception, would brin g ruin and 
disaster upon tho country." Tho 
truth is tho British Columbiana havo 
now to look at tho whole question as 
Canadians, and in a national spirit. 
We have already expressed our belief 
that they are patriotic enough and 
loyal enough to do this. Thoir rulers 
throw away a chance of gaining cer- 
tain valuablo local advantages; but, as 
regards the construction of tho Pacific 
Railway with as littlo delay aa pos- 
sible, tho Dominion stands plodged as 
firmly aB over. 



Troubles o.? Royalty- 

The Deli t a of the Prince of Wales and the 
Place of tho Dti-shessi <>f KdlnbaVffhi 

[From the Troy Times.] 

Just now social and political circles in 
Loudon are excited by rumors of contro- 
versy between tho Queen and tho Prince 
of Wales in regard to tho payment of 
debts Lo Uio amount of some $300,000, 
which tho latter has incurred and refus- 
es to pay. A portion of the so aro of long 
standing, and the creditors havo become 
clamorous for liquidation, out his Royal 
Highness repudiates thorn on tho ground 
that thoy were incurred iu tho perform- 
ance of Stato duties, shouldered oil* upon 
him by her Majesty, who, as is u-oll known, 
shirks as much as sho possibly can tho 
fatigues and annoyances of levees and 
courtly ceremonials generally. In short, 
tho Queen has made tho Priuco do her 
work, and has failed to moot the expenses 
incurred; aud the heir apparent, in his 
turn, ha3 neglected to pay those expen- 
ses, so that, as wo havo said, bills to a 
largo amount havo ocummulated, and the 
august mother and son aro differing 
with each othor as to tho responsiLility 
therefore. Both of them have immense 
private fortunos, and receive very largo 
allowances from tho public revenues, es- 
pecially in order that thoy may be ablo to 
defray the cost of maintaining their legal 
stato. Tho annual income of the Prince 
of Wi los is not less than $450,000, and 
his mother has two or three times as much; 
but neither of them is willing to disburse 
a penny by way keeping up the royal 
show. Aud the consequence is that Par- 
liament will be asked to make an extra 
apropriation. Tho dread of scandal is 
very potent among conservative English- 
men, and that 15300,000 will be ordered 
paid, without debate. 

[From tho New Torts Tribune.] 

Therro wore prayers for tho safe jour- 
ney of tho Czar homeward. At noon ho 
left Buckingham Palace, most of the 
Euglieh royal family going down to see 
him oft. Tho Queen, with that peouliar 
view of her duties as hostess which has 
been remarked before, had gone tho day 
before to Balmoral, and was in fact in 
Scotland when Czar said good bye to the 
English shores. In a person of loss ex- 
alted station than the Queen, this might 
havo seemed discourteous. Tho conveni- 
ence of Balmoral as a royal residence dur- 
ing the sesnon of Parliament (and the 
Loudon season), is well known. By 
travelling day and night and taking post 
horsos after tho railway ia quitted, a min- 
ister or mossonger can reach Balmoral, 
receive the royal commands, tuko horses 
and rail again, and bo back onco more in 
London in less than three days. If busi- 
ness is pressing, or a Minister has the 
gout, embarrassments occur, but what 
are theso in comparison to tho gratifica- 
tion of her Majesty and the preservation 
of tho royal health ? Aud are wo to sup- 
pose that the Emperor of Russia felt him- 
self slighted? or that ho wondered how 
the Queen would like it if ho wont off to 
Moscow tho day she was to loavo St. Pe- 
tersburgh for London ? Tho Emperor 
had, in fuot, accomplished tho object of 
his journey. The great pi-ocedoneo ques- 
tion has boen sottled to his and hisdangh- 
ter's satisfaction. Tho Duchess of Edin- 
burgh takos her place next after tho Prin. 
cess of Wales, and is described as her 
Royal aud Imperial IIighne^3, and f ur- 
thur identified as Grand Duchess of Rus- 
sia. Tho country, says tho "Examiner," 
doos not enro a fig which of tho royal 
ladies is entitled to exhibit her back hair 
to a loss fortunate rival.
